We  have  on  hand  4900  feet  of  hose  in  fairly  good  condition. 
I  have  bought  GOO  feet  of  hose  and  I  have  had  the  tower  re- 
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paired  and  new  silled,  and  also  new  silled  the  engine  house  on 
the  north  end  and  part  of  the  west  side.  I  have  made  runners 
for  the  truck  and  they  have  worked  well,  but  did  not  paint  the 
truck  because  of  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  paint. 

We  have  had  a  sewer  laid  from  the  tower  to  the  river. 

I  should  recommend  one  hydrant  at  the  corner  of  Winchester 
and  Elm  streets,  and  one  hydrant  at  the  corner  of  High  street 
and  Western  avenue.  One  fire  alarm  box  at  corner  of  West  and 
Elm  streets.  I  should  recommend  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of 
hose  and  twenty-five  pair  of  rubber  boots.

Greeting : 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required  to 
notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Fairfield  Village  Corpor- 
ation, to  meet  at  the  Municipal  Building  in  said  Corporation,  on 
Monday,  the  third  of  April  A.  D.  1922,  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit:

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Corporation  will  vote 
to  raise  for  incidental  expenses. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Corporation  will  vote  to  hire  a  night- 
watch  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum,  if  any,  the  Corporation  will  vote 
to  pay  for  Memorial  Day  services. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Corporation  will  vote  to  light  the  streets 
and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Corporation  will  vote  to  establish  a 
street  light  on  the  lower  end  of  Silver  Street,  or  relocate  the  one 
on  the  corner  of  Silver  and  Osborne  Streets;  also  change  a  light 
on  Mace  Street. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Corporation  will  vote  to  locate  any  new 
hydrants  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Corporation  will  vote 
to  raise  for  Firemen's  pay.
